(Lee) — A  very  beauti¬ 
ful  flower  of  large  isze,  with  graceful  incurving 
petals;  a  delightful  shade  of  old  rose,  which  is 
overlaid  with  a  blend  of  warm  tan  at  the  base 
of  the  petals.

Cultivation  is  MOST  IMPORTANT;  as  soon  as  plants  are  up,  begin  hoeing  them  once  a  week  to  keep  the  weeds  out  and 
, ,  a  crust  or  baking  Do  not  water  much  until  plants  are  m  bud,  unless  very  hot  and  dry.  But  after  plants 

the  soil  from a,5  bout  onca-  a  week  and  soak  the  ground  very  thoroughly  so  that  the  water  will  reach  the  roots. 
Aeiwavs°sti  the  mU  the^f ollowing  day  and  this  will  help  conserve  the  moisture.  When  the  buds  appear,  stop  hoeing  and  use 
£7ake to  mulch  or  manure,  straw  or  lawn  clippings  etc.,  around  them 

When  plants  are  blooming,  fertilizer  in  liquid  or  ordinary  form,  placed  on  the  ground  and  watered  in,  ib  very  beneficial 
in  raising  good  blooms. 

Care  should  be  used  that  the  fertilizer  does  not  touch  the  stalks. 

When  plants  are  a  foot  to  eighteen  inches  high,  tie  them  to  the  stake  loosely  with  soft  rag  string  or  binding  twine. 

If  you  do  not  want  them  to  grow  tall,  pinch  out  the  top  when  plant  has  3  or  4  sets  of  leaves;  this  will  cause  them  to  send 
out  several  strong  branches  from  the  ground  and  makes  a  more  bushy  plant.  ...  . 

Larger  flowers  and  longer  stems  are  obtained  by  disbudding.  Three  buds  usually  form,  and  when  center  bud  is  as  large 
as  a  green  pea,  remove  the  two  smaller  ones.  If  you  wish  to  disbud  heavier,  you  can  remove  the  buds  forming  m  the  next 
set  ofleaves  and  so  on  down  the  limb,  being  sure  that  you  leave  the  last  sets,  as  these  will  be  your  next  blooms.  Of  course 
the  more  buds  you  remove,  you  get  larger  but  fewer  blooms. 

Cut  off  the  faded  blooms  with  as  much  stem  as  they  ha™,  for  the  old  blooms  and  stems  are  taking  strength  from  the 

If  you  want  blooms  for  exhibition  at  shows,  start  disbudding  and  fertilizing  about  5  or  6  weeks  before  the  exhibit;  but 
of  course  a  certain  measure  of  success  would  be  obtained  in  even  less  time. 

When  picking  blooms  for  exhibit,  we  cut  them  with  as  long  stems  as  possible,  on  the  evening  before  the  show 
the  stems  for  2  or  3  inches  in  water  that  is  almost  at  the  boiling  point,  leave  about  30  seconds;  use  care  that  the  steam  does 
not  hit  the  flowers;  then  plunge  the  stems  deeply  in  cold  water  and  put  in  a  cool  basement  for  the  night.  In  the  morning 
place  them  in  boxes  so  they  will  not  crush  and  sprinkle  lightly  with  water  and  put  on  the  box  cover  to  keep  the  breeze  trom 
them,  and  they  are  ready  for  the  trip  to  the  exhibit. 

When  exhibiting  for  prizes,  Cactus,  Hybrid  Cactus,  Decorative,  Show  and  Pompon  should  have  perfectly  closed  centers. 
Peony,  Collarettes  and  Singles  should  have  open  centers. 

If  plants  are  bothered  with  aphis  or  insect  pests,  spray  with  the  Black  Leaf  40—1  teaspoonful  to  a  gallon  of  water^-and 
dissolve  whale  oil  soap  in  it  to  make  a  good  lather. 

When  frost  kills  the  plants  in  the  fall,  leave  them  stand  a  few  days  to  cure  if  possible,  then  cut  off  the  tops  and  dig  up 
carefully  sb  as  to  not  break  the  necks  of  the  tubers.  Wash  them  clean  with  the  hose  and  let  them  dry  off  a  few  hours  in  the 
sunshine,  then  store  them  in  a  cool,  frost-proof  place.  Divide  the  tubers  next  spring  at  planting  time  and  be  sure  to  cut  the 
tuberB  apart  so  they  will  have  eyes.  Never  break  them  apart;  always  use  a  knife  to  separate  them,  as  the  eyes  are  always 
at  the  neck  where  the  tuber  joins  the  stalk.  Dip  the  cuts  in  dry  sulphur  to  heal  them. 

Sometimes  a  variety  will  fail  to  reproduce  tubers.  Save  your  old  tuber,  and  if  it  has  grown  very  large  split  it  in  half 
lengthwise  so  that  each  piece  will  have  eyes;  dip  the  cuts  in  dry  sulphur  and  let  them  heal  a  few  days  before  planting. 

Plant  only  one  tuber  in  a  hill.  And  remember  that  a  tuber  as  small  as  a  peanut,  with  a  good,  live  eye,  is  as  good  or 
better  than  a  very  large  one,  and  some  varieties  only  make  small  tubers,  while  others  make  large  ones.
